I would like information on the whole even! including the policing costs of the event set-up in the 
two weeks previous to it starting. Particularly: 

a) The total cost of policing the DSEI exhibition including the set-up of the exhibition. 

Response 

Previously released response: 

The opportunity cost of policing DSEI 2017 was £823,750,00, using an assumed 8 hour tour of duty 
for each officer involved on the operation, and the overtime cost was £154,084.00. 

Any other costs such as snack and vehicle costs have NOT been factored in to this cost. 

These costs are only MPS costs, and do not include any policing costs that may have been 
incurred by Ministry of Defence Police, or British Transport Police,

b) The amount/percentage of the total cost charged to the event organisers/Clarion Events 

Response 

There is no charge made to Clarion as we police protest, and have nothing to do with the actual 
event.
